[Oficial Minutes.] 


THE first regular meeting of the Central 
Booksellers’ Association was held at the St. 
Nicholas Hotel, in the city of New-York, on 
Tuesday, October 13, 1874. 

The minutes of the preceding informal 
meeting were read by the Secretary, and 
ordered to be made part of the permanent 
record of the Association. 

Mr. Walter S. Appleton, chairman, present- 
ed the report of the Executive Committee, 
which .was read, accepted, considered section 
by section, amended, and adopted. [The report 
is not published in this issue of the WEEKLY, 
as its provisions as to discounts, etc., are to be 
submitted, before publication, to the Pub- 
lishers’ Board of Trade, by a committee con- 
sisting of Messrs. Lee, Bragg, Haffelfinger, 
Cushing, and Farrelly.] 

Articles 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, of the Constitution were 
reconsidered, and amended as recommended 
by the Executive Committee. 

The note to Article II, was amended so as 
to read, 

“ By booksellers are understood, dealers in 
books principally, books and stationery princi- 
pally, drugs, books and stationery principally, 
and news companies.” :; 

Article IIl. was amended so as to read, 

“The -officers shall be, a President, three 
Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Cor- 
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responding Secretary, and a Treasurer, dis- 
charging the usual duties of those offices. 
They shall be elected at the first regular meet- 
ing in each year, by ballot, and serve until the 
regular election in the following year.” 

In Article IV., the words “ until the regular 
election in the following year” weie substi- 
tuted for “for one year.” 

In Article V., the word “ three” was changed 
to “seven,” and in Article VI., the word 
“three” to “nine,” and in Article VII., the 
words “second Tuesdays” were changed to 
“Tuesdays before the second Wednesdays.” 

By-law VI., on motion of Mr. Carter, was 
repealed.

The publication of Baker’s and Livingstone’s 
volumes will certainly attract attention to the 
subject and make this book timely. 
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The Bottom of the Question. 

THE movement for trade-reform has received 
a very hearty seconding from the press of the 
country, and if, as is commonly supposed, we 
may accept the press as representative of the 
people, from the community at large, that is, 
from the consumers of books. It seems to be 
generally recognized that the public is deeply 
interested in the maintenance of a widespread 
system of book-stores, and while human nature 
can not refrain from getting the biggest discount 
within its reach, on books as on any thing else, 
it is agreed that the public, having to choose 
between the abolition of discounts or of book- 
stores, must give up the former rather than de- 
stroy the latter. To these views there have 
been two—and we know of but two—notable 
exceptions, in letters respectively in the Vasion 
and the Bookseller's Guide, both making the 
point that the present movement is contrary to 
the laws of trade, and therefore can not suc- 
ceed ; the latter prefacing this statement of po- 
sition with a long and cleverly written but re- 
ally groundless piece of satire on the platform 
of the American Book-Trade Association. 

The pith of the last-named, signed by a 
** Casual Observer,” is contained in the closing 
paragraph, which presents the argument so 
compactly, that we give it in full as a basis for 
some reply. The action of the convention is, 
of course, the topic under discussion: 

**T desire to say a few word’ on the general subject em- 
braced by the doings of that body. In my opinion, it has 
undertaken a task that no organization can accomplish in 
this country at this day, 

“It attempted to nullify the laws of trade, to bolster up 
class-interests as against the general public, to interfere 
with the irresistible laws of demand and supply, to estadlish 
and maintain prices for merchandise after leaving the 
hands of the manufacturer—an attempt that never can 
succeed, and never ought to, as it is contrary to business 
principles and against common sense. The true policy of 
book-makers, as of all other manufacturers, is to produce 
such merchandise as the consumer wants and can afford to 
buy. Fix the prices at which he, the maker, will sell, and 
then make no further attempt to regulate prices. Demand 
and supply, desire for profits, and the ability of dealers to 
sell at higher or lower rates, will do the rest. Conventions, 
organizations, trade-guilds, and all other combinations 
founded on other principles, are sure to fail, sooner or later, 
no matter how much the world’s literature, or other mer- 
chandise, may be attractively displayed by the local dealer. 
No dealer will sell goods too cheap to please the consumer, 
and the cheaper the goods, the more numerous the con- 
sumers,”’ 

Now this reaches to the bottom of the ques- 
tion. It no doubt has a great deal of force, 
and we may add that there were some publish- 
ers who held back from the convention be- 
cause, with every desire to do their duty by the 
trade, they suspected that it was seeking the 
impossible. We ourselves discussed this very 
point editorially, in view of the convention, 
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some weeks before its meeting; but it is time 
to refer to the subject again, and in treating of 
it we hope to show publishers and the trade 
generally—and, we may add, the public as well 
—the vital necessity of supporting the present 
organization of the trade, and furthering its 
present aims, 

There are certain laws of political economy 
which are as sure as the rising of the sun. To 
oppose them is to play over again the story 
of King Canute. These laws are fixed in 
the principles of human nature. The con- 
sumer will buy where he can buy cheapest; 
no more middlemen can exist than do real 
service for which it is worth the consumers’ 
while to pay; and, asa rule, the cheaper the 
goods, the greater will be the demand. It is 
largely as the effect of these principles that 
local trade is generally centralizing in the ci- 
ties. They act inevitably wherever there is free 
trade. And we may say, in parenthesis, that 
we believe in free trade. We make these 
statements, then, not as concessions, but as 
matters of fact that must be recognized. Our 
position, in a word, rests solely upon the proof 
that the book-trade does not come within the 
scope of these general laws of political econo. 
my. 

The paradox resolves itself simply when we 
consider that political economy deals with the 
material, and that the book-trade is distin- 
guished from others in dealing with the imma- 
terial as a chief element of value. It is based, 
not upon these laws, but the exceptions to 
them, or, we may better say, hasa field outside 
their scope. Civilized countries have general- 
ly recognized the fact that only the mind can 
deal with the products of the mind, and 
that art must be protected by artificial laws, if 
we may be permitted to use the phrase in its 
original meaning. They are also agreed to 
give up certain privileges for the sake of ob- 
taining certain greater privileges—which is, in 
short, an epitome of the process of civilization. 
Undoubtedly, without copyright and patent 
laws, books would be written, and pictures 
painted, and inventions made, but it has been 
found wise as well as just to remunerate and 
encourage their production. Authors would 
practically receive no remuneration if subject- 
ed to the merely natural laws of trade under 
which, as material products of manufacture, 
books would be sold. It is because the copy- 
right laws give this controlling ownership that 
books can not be grown by anybody like pota- 
toes, or manufactured by anybody like calicoes, 
and that they are excepted in that measure from 
the laws of trade that govern, as a rule, groce- 
ries and dry-goods. 
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It is this advantage that primarily gives the 
publisher the power to control the price of 
books. Since no one else than the publisher 
to whom the author has transferred his rights 
can publish the new books which are chiefly 
in demand, he can control all the copies that 
come from the press, and fix such price as he 
chooses. If the price is exorbitant for the 
material and intellectual value of the book, 
the public will let it alone—that is his lookout ; 
so far the natural laws of trade come in play 
again, and the publisher finds it wise to fix 
the price as low as will allow him reasonable 
profit and provide for the reasonable expense 
of distribution through the jobbing and retail 
trade. The publisher has it in his power to 
keep up this price, because he can refuse to 
sell more of this book, or of his other books,. 
to such parties as break down his figures ; and 
when, as now, other publishers propose to join 
with him in thus refusing to sell, the retail 
dealer can not obtain the stock that he needs 
to keep his business alive. On non-copyright 
books, the publisher is protected incidentally, 
but these are more subject to material trade- 
laws. The natural competition is, however, 
rather between editions. For instance, if ex- 
isting Shakespeares can in some way be im- 
proved upon, in cheapness or quality or handi- 
ness, a new edition immediately appears to 
satisfy the public demand. This edition can 
be copyrighted in style, and thus its price also 
be controlled ; but the moment a publisher 
puts his price too high, a rival comes into the 
market. And the publisher who owns copy- 
rights has a considerable advantage over a new- 
comer in the field, the business having also 
natural limits set to it by the ability and capi- 
tal which it demands. The upshot of all 
which is, that publishers can control the price 
of books, except they put them generally too 
high. Inside extreme limits, prices are in 
their hands, 

On the other side, there is a disadvantage 
in dealing in books which puts the retail trade 
at the mercy of the publishers. Books differ 
from most goods in being identical duplicates, 
that is to say, one copy is an absolute sample 
of a whole edition. Being also mailable, 
when the city publisher attempts to obtain re- 
tail custom by furnishing single copies at 
manufacturer's prices, he at once cuts off the 
local dealer’s means of livelihood. Uncle Sam 
has organized for him a distributing system 
which enables him to ignore that of the retail 
trade in supplying whatever demands may 
reach him, and frequently at less expense than 
it costs the retailer, with his rent and interest, 
to sell the book. He can at once take a large 
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share of the local dealer’s custom, and what is 
left is not enough to enable him to earn what 
his services as a worker are worth to him in 
other callings. 

Now, then, we have come to the bottom of 
the question. We have shown that it is pos- 
sible for the publisher to maintain his prices. 
We have shown further that the post-office 
facilities afford him a distributing system by 
which he can get along without the retail trade, 
and furnish books to the consumer at lower 
prices than the retailer can make. The pub- 
lisher has this alternative before him, either to 
do away with the retail trade altogether, for it 
can not exist on the margin left by his compe- 
tition, and sell his books chiefly through the 
post-office at manufacturer's prices, abandoning 
the fixing of a retail price which he does not 
mean to keep; or he must continue to fix a 
retail price, which he should feel bound in 
honor then to maintain, and actually maintain 
it by the means which we have shown he has 
at hiscommand. This we have always said. It 
must be one thing or the other. © The late ten- 
dency has been to treat books as mere manu- 
factured articles, under the natural laws of 
trade, like groceries or dry goods; the reform 
movement puts itself in direct opposition to 
this naturaltendency. It is for the publishers 
to decide whether they prefer to give up or to 
retain a retail system. It is wholly in their 
hands. 

The first inference from all this is that the 
publishers and the public will both profit by 
doing away with the retail trade. But, like 
many first conclusions, this is not correct. It 
is to the interest, both of the public and the 
publishers, that as many books as possible 
should be sold, for the culture of the former 
and for the profit of the latter. Now, if the 
publisher chooses to make the post-office his 
distributing system, he will lose all the advan- 
tage of the nourishing and extending a demand 
which is the chief function of the local dealers. 
Uncle Sam will deliver his books, but he will 
not ask people to buy more of them. He will 
not show them, even, what comfortable things 
books are. For it must be evident to those who 
know any thing about the sales of books, though 
we must remind “Casual Observer” that it is 
in the nature of things incapable of proof, 
either one way or the other, that the sales of 
books without a retail trade must be less than 
with a good distributing system. The same is 
true to an extent even of dry goods and 
groceries, but markedly so of articles which are 
by most people considered rather as luxuries 
than as necessities of life. The public would 


thus lose a considerable part of its culture, and, 
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as we foreshadowed at the start, it can better 
afford to give up discounts than to give up its 
local book-stores. And the publishers not only 
cripple their present business, but they hinder 
instead of promoting its natural growth, as the 
country increases and as years go by. Inshort, 
the retail book trade is, as regards the public, a 
moral, as regards the publishers a financial, 
necessity. 

Therefore, any publisher who, at this crisis 
between two opposing systems, falters in sup- 
porting the reform, proves his commercial short- 
sightedness. He makes the worst of business 
blunders. He must fix retail prices, and must 
maintain them ; and, on the other hand, the retail 
trade must, for its own salvation, unite with him 
to thisend. We repeat, that it is possible to 
maintain prices, and that it is right, and wise, 
and necessary to do it. 





WE are now delivering the Publishers’ Uni- 
form Trade List Annual as fast as the facilities 
for distributing so bulky a volume will per- 
mit. The Annual is considerably larger than 
last year’s issue, weigh ing six pounds instead 
of five, and having above 1800 pages. It con- 
tains 121 publishers’ catalogues, besides 30 ad- 
vertising publishers. A full statement is given 
in the preface as to firms represented, but 
their number this year comprises only a few 
houses whose catalogues are much used. Our 
desire, however, is to make the work absolute- 
ly complete, and we trust, therefore, that the 
trade will honor our suggestion that, whenever 
they have occasion to use lists not found in 
the Annual, they will drop a line of protest to 
the delinquent publishers. The Annual com- 
prises, besides the lists, the Annual Reference 
List, January, 1873, to July, 1874, and the full 
Educational Catalogue—features which more 
than supply the lack of such an index as Mr. 
Whittaker’s. We have been asked several 
times to adopt this feature, but it does not 
seem to us advisable, in the present state of 
trade literature. The first need is a thorough 
finding list, and the trade should not be con- 
tent with half-way work. This we propose to 
furnish, as a separate work, at the earliest pos- 
sible time, and this once had, we shall thereafter 


\ bring it up to date, from year to year, in the 


Annual.

Obituary. 

Two deaths have lately occurred among Phi- 
ladelphia publishers. William A. Blanchard 
died at his residence in that city on the 6th 
inst., and William B. Evans died at Elizabeth, 
N. J., on the 8th inst. 

Mr. Blanchard’s record is a chapter from the 
early annals of publishing in this country. 
He was born at Chester, Pa., in 1804, and when 
twelve years old, found employment with Mat. 
thew Carey, then the great publishing-house of 
the country. Matthew Carey first started as 
a publisher in Philadelphia in 1785, by the 1s- 
sue of the Pennsylvania Herald, In 1793 he 
commenced as a printer, publisher, and seller of 
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books, his chief and almost only competitors be- 
ing the Bradfords. A few years later he took his 
son inte partnership, and subsequently his 
son-in-law, Isaac C. Lea; and in 1821 retired 
from business. The firm at this time consisted 
of Henry Charles Carey, Isaac Lea, and E. L. 
Carey, and under the title of Carey, Lea & Ca- 
rey, continued until 1829, when it was dissolv- 
ed, and two firms were formed, one being Carey 
& Lea, consisting of H. C. Carey and I. Lea, 
and the other Carey & Hart, Hart having been 
taken into partnership. Both firms continued 
at the old stand, Fourth and Chestnut streets. 
Mr. Blanchard followed the fortunes of Carey 
& Lea, and became a partner in that firm, the 
name of which was changed to Carey, Lea & 
Blanchard, In 1835, Henry C. Carey retired, 
and Isaac Lea in 1855, when, by the admission 
of Henry C. Lea, a son of Isaac, the firm be- 
came Blanchard & Lea. Blanchard retired in 
1865, and for a very brief time his son was a 
partner in the firm, but on his retirement the 
business went into the hands of Henry C. Lea, 
who still continues it. The other branch of 
the old firm, Carey & Hart, continued under 
that title until 1845, when E. L. Carey retired, 
and Henry C. Baird, a grandson on his moth- 
er's side of Matthew Carey, became a partner. 
The partnership between Hart & Baird was dis- 
solved in 1849, and each conducted a separate 
business. Hart retired in 1854, and the busi- 
ness was continued by Parry & Macmillan 
down to about 1858, when it was finally broken 
up, and Mr. Parry joined the firm of J. B. Lip- 
pincott & Co., where he still is. Mr. Baird 
gradually gave up his miscellaneous books, 
and became a publisher of industrial and sci- 
entific works. Thus the business originally 
founded by Matthew Carey in 1785, is still re- 
presented by two of his grandsons, H. C. 
Lea and H.C. Baird. The late Mr. Blanchard 
was an exceedingly shrewd financier, but pos- 
sessed none of the literary taste and ability of 
his partners. His attention was chiefly given 
to the management of the business details of 
the firm, in which his naturally cautious dis- 
position was of the greatest advantage. Mr. 
Blanchard was almost the Nestor of the Phila- 
delphia trade, and was.intimate.both. in-perso- 
nal and business relations with many of the 
last generation of authors—Cooper, Irving, 
Paulding, Kennedy, Dickens, and others. 
William B. Evans was in his fortieth year at 
the time of his death. His first connection 
with the trade was with William S. Martien, 
with whom he learned the business. He was 
afterward with Cowperthwait & Co., and sub- 
sequently had charge of the retail department 
of the Presbyterian Board of Publication. In 
1863, in conjunction with Duffield Ashmead, 
he bought the business of Willis P. Hazzard, 
the firm trading as Ashmead & Evans. This 
partnership was dissolved about the beginning 
of 1868, and soon after Mr. Evans began a se- 
parate publishing business. J. R. Stoddart, 
formerly with Lippincott & Co., joined him 
for a short time, but a separation took 
place, and up to the time of his death he con- 
tinued the business under the title of W. B. 
Evans & Co. Mr. Evans had long been in de- 
licate health, but his death occurred very unex- 
pectedly. He bore an excellent reputation in 
the trade for the strict integrity of his dealings, 
and in private was known as an amiable and 
kindly gentleman. ‘ 
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Mr. JOHN PERKINS, who, as head of the de- 
partment of school-book publications in the 
house of Messrs. D. Appleton & Co., for many 
years occupied so prominent a place in the 
book business of this country, died suddenly 
at his residence in Fifty-sixth street, on the 
night of Monday, the 12th. Mr. Perkins retired 
from active business about three years ago. 
He was a native of Cooperstown, this State, 
and brother of George R. Perkins, the mathe- 
matician, with whom he was intimately con- 
nected in the preparation of his celebrated se- 
ries of text-books. His loss will be sincerely 
lamented by his many personal friends and nu- 
merous business acquaintances. 





The Stationery Display at the American

Next in order towers the mon- 
umental .pile of bank, account, and business 
blank-books, from the house of Slote & Janes, 
an establishment equally famed both in the 
trade and: among business men for superior 
workmanship, and who have repeatedly ob- 
tained the especial mention by the judges of 
the Exhibition as exhibiting the best books en- 
tered for competition.
